Data for 
1986/87 are as of May 7, 1987, while data for 1987/88 are as of May 5, 1988, 
Accumulated exports are commodities which have been sold and exported.

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GRAIN AND FEED 


ROMANIA Expected To Import Less Feed Grains. Romania presently has 
no plans for additional feed grain imports in 1987/88 (Oct/Sept) despite a 
greatly reduced 1987 corn crop. This decision would cut estimated imports in 
1987/88 for barley and corn by about 500,000 tons each; the United States was 
expected to supply about 300,000 tons of corn, according to the U.S. 
agricultural attache in Belgrade. Romanian officials reportedly will 
alleviate the tight supply situation by adopting a feed grain rationing 
program until the barley and wheat is harvested in a few months.

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Since Romania normally takes barley from either the European 
Community (EC) or Canada, a decision to cut imports will free-up additional 
supplies on the world market. If Romania imports feed grains in 1987/88 it 
will likely be smal] quantities of barley purchased through barter agreements 
with Hungary and Yugoslavia rather than corn due to price considerations. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


INDIA Increases Oilseed Support Prices. India increased support 
prices for fall harvested (kharif) crops, including oilseeds, cotton, coarse 
grains and pulses. The largest increases were for oilseeds: soybeans 
increased 6-7 percent to $210-240 per ton (depending on the variety); in-shel] 
peanuts increased 10 percent to $325 per ton; sunflowerseeds increased 15 
percent to $340 per ton; and cottonseed increased 9-14 percent to $375-450 per 
ton (depending on the variety). India is the world's top importer of 
vegetable oils, dependent on imports for about 40 percent of total use. USDA 
forecasts India will import nearly 2 million tons in 1987/88, or about 10 
percent of world imports. In contrast, India's high domestic customs duties 


for oilseeds preclude imports of oilseeds and help to support domestic farm 
prices. 


Peanuts are India's principle oilseed crop, comprising about 45 
percent of domestic vegetable oil output; also, India is a major exporter of 
edible grade peanuts, competing with the United States and China for this 
speciality market. Cottonseed oi] comprises about 9 percent of India's 
vegetable oi] output, and soybean oil and sunflowerseed oi] each comprise 
about 5 percent of India's domestic vegetable oi] output. Rapeseed comprises 
about 20 percent of India's vegetable oi] output. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


MEXICO Eliminates Tariffs for Livestock and Poultry Products. Mexico 
has eliminated import tariffs for selected livestock and poultry products, 
including fresh, chilled and frozen bovine meat; pork meat and other edible 
offals; fresh, chilled and frozen poultry meat, including poultry liver; and 
bovine variety meats. The elimination of these tariffs jis expected to lead to 
higher immediate U.S. exports of variety meats and poultry parts and greater 
U.S. shipments over the long term of high quality beef and pork meat. 
Currently, U.S. livestock and poultry products are relatively price 
competitive in Mexico because the Mexican government has not devalued the peso 
relative to the U.S. dollar since December 1987, while domestic food prices in 
pesos have increased.

COCOA 


MALAYSIAN Cocoa Crop Revised Upward. The 1987/88 cocoa forecast for 
Malaysia has been revised to a record 215,000 tons, 13 percent more than the 
earlier forecast and 29 percent above the 167,000-ton harvest of 1986/87, 
according to the U.S. agricultural attache in Kuala Lumpur. The increased 
forecast was prompted by unexpectedly high production during October 1987 
through March 1988. The increased cocoa production was due to favorable 
weather during the growing season enhancing yields and to the thousands of 
hectares of cocoa trees reaching peak production age. 


SUGAR 


WORLD Sugar Production Forecast Reduced. As a result of forecast 
revisions for several countries, world 1988/89 sugar production is now 
forecast at 103.9 million tons (raw value), down slightly from the 104.1 
million forecast on May 4. Concurrently, the 1987/88 crop forecast has been 
Increased slightly from 103.59 million tons to 103.81 million. The most 
noteworthy revisions were for Brazil and Indonesia. 


Brazil's 1988/89 sugar production has been revised to 8.1 million 
tons, down 300,000 from the May 4 forecast and 5 percent below the 1987/88 
level, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor jin Brasilia. Contributing 
to the reduction was four consecutive months of drought in late 1987 and early 
1988 which caused greater-than-expected damage to cane fields in the 
north-northeast region. The central south region is expected to experience 


reduced sucrose content as a result of excessive rains which came as the cane 
neared harvest. 


Indonesian 1988/89 sugar production has been revised to 2.0 million 
tons, 5 percent more than the May 4 forecast but 5 percent less than the 
revised 1987/88 crop of 2.1 million tons, according to the U.S. agricultural 
counselor in Jakarta. Sugar outturn in 1987/88 increased slightly from the 
previous year due to an increase of 17,000 hectares of cane harvested.

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WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


During the week of May 9, the U.S. dollar fell slightly against al] 
major currencies. News of a lower U.S. unemployment rate had little impact on 
the currency markets. A mid-week recovery of the dollar, triggered by the 
announcement of a 1/2-point increase in the prime lending rate, proved 
phonies as the market began looking to the release of March U.S. trade
